The Appeal Brief filed August 1 1, 2003 is defective for failure to comply with one or more provisions of 37 CFR § 1.192(c). See 
1 173 O.G. 36, April 11, 1995 and MPEP § 1206. 

1 . The brief includes a statement that groups of claims (2, 3, 7), (4), (5,6) and (8) do not stand or fall together, but fails to 
present reasons in support thereof as required under 37 CFR 1.192(c)(7). MPEP § 1206. As is stated in the MPEP § 1206, 37 C.F.R § 
1.192 (c-7) "Merely pointing out differences in what the claims cover is not an argument as to why the claims are separately 
patentable." 

2. An explicit reason or support for each of the claims, why the claims are separately patentable, cannot be found in the brief. 

3. The brief in the "Summary of Invention" does not contain a concise explanation of the invention defined in the claims 
involved in the appeal, which refers to the specification by page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference characters 
as required by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(5). 

4. Appellant is required to comply with provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1 .192(c). APPLICANT IS GIVEN A TIME LIMIT OF ONE 
MONTH FROM THE DATE OF THIS LETTER OR ANY TIME REMAINING IN THE PERIOD UNDER 37 CFR 1.192(a) FOR 
FILING A NEW COMPLETE BRIEF. If a new brief that fully complies with 37 CFR 1.192(c) is not timely submitted, the appeal 
will be dismissed as of the date of expiration of the period provided by 37 CFR 1.192(a). No extension of this one month time limit 
may be obtained under either 37 CFR 1 .136(a) or (b) but the original two-month period under 37 CFR 1 .192(a) for filing the brief 
may be extended under 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a) up to six months from the date of the Notice of Appeal.
